DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 13, 15-24, 26-31 and 40-68, drawn to methods of prophylaxing a 
subject from a cardiovascular disorder comprising administering a COX-2 inhibitor and a 
lipid lowering agent. 

Group II, claim(s) 32 and 34-39, drawn to compositions comprising a single formulation 
comprising a combination of a COX-2 inhibitor or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt 
thereof and a lipid lowering agent. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the methods of group 
I are separate and distinct from the compounds of group II and each require a separate 
search. 

Because these inventions are distinct/unrelated for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the are because of their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Moreover, 
because a search of each distinct/unrelated invention would not be coextensive with the 
other(s), and because each invention will require its own separate patentability analysis, 
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an examination and search of multiple inventions in a single application would constitute 
a serious undue burden on the examiner. 



Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 40-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
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reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The claims are directed 
to methods of preventing onset of a pre-clinically evident stage of a cardiovascular 
disorder comprising treating the subject with a COX-2 inhibitor and a lipid lowering 
agent, methods of preventing onset of a clinically evident stage of a cardiovascular 
disorder comprising treating the subject with a COX-2 inhibitor and a lipid lowering 
agent. While there is a brief sentence on page 29 of the instant specification with 
regard to "large numbers of cardiovascular treatment agents available in commercial 
use, in clinical evaluation and in pre-clinical development, there is not recitation of a 
method of preventing onset of a pre-clinically evident and clinically evident stage of 
a cardiovascular disorder comprising treating the subject with a COX-2 inhibitor and a 
lipid lowering agent. Further, it is not seen how prophylactic treatment of a subject at 
risk of developing a cardiovascular disorder would differ from preventing onset of a pre- 
clinically evident or clinically evident stage of a cardiovascular disorder. 

The rejection made in paper number 13 over Searle & Co. under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 02(b) is maintained and is hereby repeated. 

The rejection made in paper number 13 over Searle & Co. in view of the Merck 
Manual under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) is maintained and is hereby repeated.
